The Hamburg Nachrichten, in an 
editorial today, says a dispatch from 
Amsterdam to Reuter’s Telegram

GRANTSLIGHT DELAY. 

The Haitien government has been 
slow in replying to the communication 
of the American goverument and ac- 
cordingly the American charge d'af- 
faires handed to the Haitien authori- 
ties a note granting a delay until 
tomorrow noon 80 that the Senate 
and Chamber of Deputies might vote 
on a resolution authorising the ex- 
ecutive power to sign the convention 
with the United States. 

The deputies and Senators have 
been in secret committee meeting to 
discuss the matter. They are hostile 
to the principle involved and find the 
conditions unacceptable. It is not be- 
lieved they will vote a resolution au- 
thorizing the executive power to sign 
a treaty with the United States. They 
declared today that they will decline 
to accept in its entirety such a con- 
vention as is contemplated by the 
American government without first 
discussing it.

PROPOSED TREATY 
MEANS NEW DEAL.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—Turbu- 
lent Haiti's new government has been

“A high military authority in the Russky Slovo foreshadows the 
probable occupation of Bialystok and Vilna by the Germans, thus 
depriving the retiring Russian army of the use of the trunk line link- 
ing the Polish theater of war with Petrograd.

WAR ORDERS TO EUROPE 
JUST BEGIN TO MOVE.

1 (D. C..) Aus. 25.— That a great part of Eu- 
rope s enormous orders for arms and ammunition did not 
begin to move from the United States until comparatively recently 
was indicated by export figures issued today by the Department of 


The statistics, covering the twelve months ending with June, 
show that while exports of war supplies increased tremendously over 
the preceding year, the greater part of the increase—in some cases 
from one-fifth to one-thind of the entire year's exports—left the 
United States in June. 
The twelve months period showed exports of explosives valued 
at $41,476,188 as against $6,272,197 in the preceding year. More 
than one-fourth of that total—$11,689,744—was shipped during 
June. Gunpowder showed exports of $3,234,549 in June, compared 
33.0900 the preceding year. —. 

Sixty two aeroplanes were exported in June as against 152 for 
the entire year. In the preceding year only 34 were shipped. Near- 
ly eight times as many automobile trucks were exported in June 
as in the entire year ended June 30, 1914. June exports of both

TO AID PEACE. 


Income of Ten Millions and 
Thousand on Faculty, 


Educators Suggest a Short & 


Cut to World Harmony. 


Jordan Outlines Requirements 
of College President. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.! 


OAKLAND (Cal.) Aug. 24.—~A uni- 
versity at Washington, D. C., with a 
thousand professors and an income of 
$10,000,000 a year, to teach students 
of all nations, was suggested today 
as a short cut to world peace by 
Philander P. Claxton, United States 
Commissioner of Education, at the 
annual luncheon of the board of man- 
agers of the American School Peace 


League. 

Mr. Claxton made the suggestion 
after Dr. David Starr Jordan, chan- 
cellor of Stanford University, had 
termed the education of Japanese in 
American universities “a large factor 
in promoting friendly relations with 
Japan.” 

“I would like to see a magnificent 
university founded by this nation at 
Washington with an annual appro- 
priation of $10,000,000," Mr. Claxtoh 
sald, “so a thousand of the best pro- 
fessors might be gathered there to 
teach pupil from all parts of the 
world. Such a university would be at- 
tended by pupils from 
the world, and by men and women 
eager to be taught, who would carry 
back to their native countries a doc- 
trine of right and brotherly love that 
would do more than anything else to 
bring universal peace. The United 
States would be doing a greater good 
than.we can tmagine by founding 
such a school and at a cost that 
would be leas than that of a war- 
ship.” 

VIEWS OF DR. MEZ. 

Dr. John Mez of Freiburg, 
many, said: 

“If there had been school peace 
leagues in Europe thirty vears ago 
there would be no war in Europe to- 
day.” 

“The gidrification of war.“ he con- 
tinued, “and the statement that it is 
inevitable is as irrational as the be- 
lief, in the middle ages, that the 
plague is inevitable.” 

David Starr Jordan. chancellor of 
Stanford University. outlined the re- 
quirements of a college president. 
Here are some of them. 

He must not telt all he knows 
about those around him. 

He must not do anything he can 
hire some one else to do. If the pro- 
feseors cannot take re of delinquent 
students, he advocate: new profes- 


sora. 
He must be neither too “clubby” 
nor too convivial. 
He m 
tent that he knows truth from un- 


truth. 
He must “fix it“ so that his board 


of trustees can, one indorse or re- 
ject his recommendations. 

He must not pass the buck” to the 
trustees. 

He must not smoke.

INTO NEVADA. 


WORK TO BEGIN IN MODOC 
COUNTY THAT WILL OPEN 
THE SURPRISE VALLEY.

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 24.—State En- 
gineer W. F. McClure has just re- 
turned from an inspection of roads 
in Northern California, which took 
him along the east side of the Sierra 
evada Mountains, from Modoc 
county to Lake Tahoe.

IS MONOPOLY.

JUDGE HAZEL RULES AGAINST 
THE EASTMAN COMPANY. 


— 


Dissolation is not Ordered but 
the Defendant is Given Time in 
Which to Propose a Pian to do 
Away with Present System of Sell- 
ing Goods,

BUFFALO (N. Y.) Aug. 24.—The 
Eastman Kodak Company of Roches- 
ter is a monopoly in restraint of trade, 
in violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law, according to a decision handed 
down here late today by Judge John 
R. Hazel of the United States District 
Court. 

The decision grants the defendant 
company an opportunity to present a 
plan “for the abrogation of the illegal 
monopoly” on the first day of the No- 
vember term. 

Judge Hazel, in his_opinion stated 
that while it appeared that no ir- 
remediable hardship would result 
from a separation of the present busi- 
ness into two or more separate com- 
panies, it was not at this time in- 
tended to indicate either a dissolu- 
tion, division or reorganization. 

It no doubt is possible, he said. 
that an adequate measure of relief 
might result from enjoining the un- 
fair practices of the terms of sale 
agreements, and from a separation 
of the business: but the defendants 
should have an opportunity to pre- 
sent to the court on the first day of 
the 1915 November term, a plan for 
the abrogation of the illegal monopoly 
unduly and unreasonably restraining 
interstate trade and commerce. or if 
an appeal from this interlocutory de- 
cree is taken to the Supreme Court, 
and this decision is affirmed, such plan 
is to be presented within sixty days 
from the filing of the mandate. 
The bill was filed June 9%, 1913, 
against the Eastman Kodak Company 
of New Jersey. Eastman Kodak Com- 
pany of New York, George Eastman, 
Henry A. Strong. Walter 8. Hubbell 
and Frank 8. Noble, all of Rochester. 


THE CHARGES 


The bill alleged substantially that 
from 1902 to 1906, the Eastman Kodak 
Company of New York intentionally 
monopolized the business of manufac- 
turing and selling camera plates, 
photograph paper and films in the 
United States, by acquiring control of 
twenty competitive, concerns, which 
afterwards were dissolved, the plants 
dismantied and their business re- 
moved to Rochester. 

That the Eastman Kodak Company 
of New Jersey acquired many stock 
houses engaged in different States in 
selling photographic supplies manu- 
factured by the defendants and their 
competitors. 

That the defendants, with the inten- 
tion of monopolizing the importation, 
acquired the exclusive richt to sell in 
the United States and Canada, raw 
paper stock from European paper 
mililse—a necessity in the manufacture 
of vhotographic papers. 

That from 1899 to 1908. all Fast- 
man products were sold by dealers 
under restrictions and with discounts 
which stified competition. In 1908 
these discounts were discontinued and 
substantially so-calied terms of sale 
were adopted, limiting dealers to the 
handling exclusively of Fastman prod- 
ucts under penalty of the revocation 
of the richt to deal in any of the East- 
man commodities. 

Ry the acquisition of properties and 
enforcement of the terms of sale. it 
was alleged the defendants acquired 
the largest percentace of the trade, 
unlawfully restrained such trade. and 
obtained an illegal monopoly. 
DENIAL OF RESTRAINT. 


The defendants. tn their answer, de- 
nied restraining trade or competition 
or engaging in a monopoly. and 
claimed their status was a result of 
the creation and development within 
their plants of products of a supertor 
quality and of the manufacture of a 
camera in which they were the con- 
ceded ploneers. 

Judge Hazel dismissed the fovern- 
ment’s claim that contracts for the 
manufacture of motion-picture films 
entered into between the defendants 
and the Motion Picture Patents Com- 
panv were violations of the statute. 
The court quoted the great gains 
and profits of the company for the 
year 1912, which amounted to $15. 
€33.551.33, or about 171 per cent, on 
total sales of $24,763,407.65, as show- 
ing the large disproportion hetween 
the cost of manufacture and the price 
paid by the consumers. It te undis- 
puted, the court held, that the FEast- 
man Company controlled approx!i- 
mately 75 per cent. or 80 per cent. of 
the entire trade, and had, accordingly 
obtained a monopoly, 

“The burden rested upon the de- 
fendants to prove that this was ar- 
complished by lawful methods.” Judge 
Hazel said, “and after careful con- 
sideration, I have concluded that such 
burden was not borne. but that on the 
contrary. the government has shown 
affirmatively that interstate trade and 
commerce have been unjustly and ab- 


normally restrained by the defend- 
ants.”

America has Yet to Select 
Man to Head Mericans. 


Carranza will Make Reply to 
the Peace Plan Today. 


Fighting Near Monterey May 
Affect the Future.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—While 
still awaiting a reply from Gen. Car- 
ranza to the Pan-American appeal for 
A peace conference in Mexico, the 
State Department today issued a state- 
ment, denying. that the United States 
government had ever considered “any 
particular man for provisional Presi- 
dent of Mexico.” 

The statement was prompted by in- 
quiries from Mexico regarding re- 
ports that the Pan-American con- 
ferees had in view some particular 
Mexican leader to head a provisional! 
government. The name of Vasquez 
Taglie, who was Minister of Justice 
in the Madero Cabinet. had been men- 
tioned frequently, and recently a re- 
port had been circulated that Gen. 
Obregon was considered. 

Gen. Carranza’s agents here said to- 
night that their chief's reply to the 
Pan-American appeal had been com- 
pleted and soon would reach Wash- 
ington. It is expected to suggest 
prompt recognition of the Carranza 
government as the surest way of aid- 
ing Mexico and to point to the solidar- 
ity of the movement as demonstrated 
by the answers of twenty Carranza 
generals and gives pledging loyalty to 
the “first chief.“ 

Encouragement is said to have been 
given Carranza’s representatives here 
by some of the European gov- 
ernments, whose diplomatic agents 
have been consulted. C. A. Douglas 
today called upon Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice, the British Ambassador. and 
submitted to him Carranza’s claims 
for recognition. Great Britain has 
said it would follow the lead of the 
United States 
Administration officials are watch- 
ing with keen interest for the outcome 
of the fighting between Carranza and 
Villa forces near Monterey. Upon the 
result of this battle the future course 
of the Pan-American conferees may 
depend.

UNKNOWN MOB 
LYNCHED FRANK 


Coroner Unable to Obtain 
Single Ray of Light. 


Marietta People Surprised 
When They Heard News. 


Not an Automobile Missing, 
Says City Marshal. 


(RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

MARIETTA (Ga.) Aug. 24.—The 
Coroner's inquest here today into the 
lynching of Leo M. Frank resulted in 
a verdict of death at the hands of 
“parties unknown.” 

Not one of the officials or other 
citizens examined threw the slightest 
light upon the identity of the men 
who took Frank from the State prison 
farm at Milledgeville and hanged him 
on the outskirts of Marietta. 

When the testimony was concluded 
there was nothing to guide the jury 
to any other verdict than the one 
which was reached in less than three 
minutes of deliberation. 

The next step in the Frank inquiry 
is expected to be taken when the 
grand jury meets at Marietta Sep- 
tember 1. Judge Patterson of the 
Blue Ridge Circuit Court, will deliver 
a special charge, and Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Herbert Clay will direct the in- 
vestigation. 

Attorney John T. Dorsey represent- 
ed the State of Georgia in the in- 
quest. Gordon Gann acted as special 
attorney for Coroner Booth. 

LOONEY KNEW NOTHING. 

. H. Looney, City Marshal of Mari- 
etta, said he knew nothing of the 
lynching until after the body was dis- 
covered. 

Mayor EF. P. Dobbs of Marietta. a 
State Senator, said when he first 
heard of the lynching he thought the 
story was a hoax. 

“I met Deputy Sheriff Hicks,” said 
the Mayor, “and asked him about it. 
He said he knew nothing. I suggested 
we get a car and go out to the Frey 
gin, although I thought at the time 


when we got back the town folks 


would have a god laugh on us. I did 
nt believe we would find Frank, but 
when we got to the oak thicket there 
he was, hanging by the neck. 

“Deputy Sheriff Hicks took charge 
of the situation. We have done all in 
our power to find out who composed 
the party that hanged Frank. I told 
Marshal Looney to instruct the entire 
police force to get all the informa- 
tion possible and to report to me the 
slightest clew.” 

“Have you received a report?” 

“No, sir: not yet.” 

“Is there anything else you would 
like to say?”

Many contended tonight that this 
statement alone goes further toward 
a disavowal of unfriendly intent than 
any that has been made by Germany 
in its notes to this government on the 
submarine issue. 

The general impression among 
Washington officials, though, was that 
this sentence could not be construed 
A any actual concession by Germany 
in regard to the contentions which it 
has advanced in the submarine con- 
troversy. 


The statement was regarded here as 
a happier way of putting the — 
tion which Germany has advanced in 
Previous communications, that it 
could not be held responsible for ac- 
cidentsa to neutrals who were traveling 
on belligerent vessels as the necessity 
of attacking such vessele had been 
forced upon Germany by Great Brit- 
ain’s so-called illegal methods. 
THE GENERAL TONE. , 


It is the general tone of the entire 
German communication on which 
Washington chiefly bases its hope 
that it may mean a clearing away of 
the present acute situation. In no 
previous communication, officials say, 
has Germany shown so obvious a dis- 
position to avoid trouble over this is-- 
sve. For instance, they point out, 
Germany's expression of regret in ro- 
@ard to the loss of the two Ameritanh 
lives on the Arabic contrasts impres- 
sively with an expression of similar 
purport delivered by Germany after 
the sinking of the Lusitania with its 
Mie death toll of Americans. After 
the Lusitania tragedy the only ex- 
Pregsion given out was a brief state- 
ment from the State Department, 
which was made public at the request 
of the German Ambassador. It read: 

“The German Ambassador called at 
the State Department today and er- 
pressed deep regret that the events 
of the war had led to the loss of so 
many American lives.” 

In response to the specific demands 
of the United States government for 
a disavowal of the acts of her sub- 
marine commanders, vio Amert- 
can life, Germany also has un- 
responsive. 

In the note of — 28, for instance, 
replying to the fi demand of 
United States, the 
ment said merely: 

“With regard to the loss of ‘ife 
when the British passenger steamer 
Lasitania was sunk, the German gov- 
ernment has already expressed its 
deep regret to the govern- 
ments concerned, that natio of 
these countries have lost their lives 
on that occasion.” 

Again the United States reiterated 
its demands for a disavowal, but is 
the second reply these were 
entirely by Germany. Washington of- 
ficials feel that the tone of today’s 
communication gives promise of 
2 developments in the Mu- 
ure. 

There is another feature of the 
Bernstorff instructions which authori- 
tles here regard as significant. In ree 
ferring to the present one-sided re- 
port of the Arabic incident, the Ger- 
man government says this re- 
port, in its opinion, “cannot Corre- 
spond with the facts.“ ‘ 

Inasmuch as Germany acknowl 
edges in the communication that she 
has had no report on the sinking of 
the Arabic, the question immediately 
asked here was why Germany seemed 
to be so confident that the facts were 
inaccurate. Many were inclined to 
believe this statement must have been 
issued upon orders of some character 
sued by the German Admiralty. It 
was recalled for almost a month be- 
fore the sinking of the Arabic the 
German submarine commanders had 
been conforming closely to the rules 
of search and seizure insisted upon 
by the United States. 

The belief in Washington tonight is 
that this communication from Ger- 
many foreshadows some sort of an 
explanation of the attack upon the 
Arabic which Germany hopes will be 
acceptable to the United States. It 
would not be surprising here if Ger- 
many informed this government that 
its submarine commander had — 
on the White Star liner because 
was convinced that the liner — | 
to ram him. All that the United 
Stgtes could do in reply to such a de- 
fense would be to present evidence 
that the Arabic did not attempt to 
ram the submarine. The opportunity 
would then be open to Germany to 
disavow the acts of the submarine 
commander, possibly on the ground 
of a regrettable mistake of judgment.

CHIEF OF CUSTOMS SERVICE SEES

After the communion, Bishop Glass 
received the mitre and the gloves 
which had been solemnly blessed by 
the consecrator. Then came the cli- 
max of the ceremonial when the new 
bishop was enthroned on the episcopal 
Seat while the magnificent Te Deum 
was intoned. During the singing of 
the hymn the new bishop, attended 
by the dignitaries who had partici- 
pated in the ceremony, passed through 
the aisles of the church, blessing the 
people. 

In his sermon, Archbishop Keane 
apoke of the significance of the cere- 
monial and paid a high tribute to the 
Personality and achievements of 
Bishop Glass. is an extract 
of the address: 

“The beautiful ceremony thie morn- 
ing was full of sacred meaning to the 
minds of all of us. The exercises did 
not stand isolated, but reached back 
into the distant ages and received 
their power and significance from our 
Lord, the founder of the church.

TAX SAME IN OLD CITY: 
NEW DISTRICTS LOWER. 


Department Appropriations Cut Down to Lowest 
Level, in Some Cases Below that of Last Fear, Despite 


Added Demands by Growth and Annexation—Five 


HE city tax rate was fixed by the 
Council yesterday at $1.60 on 
each $100 worth of property, as 

assessed on a 50 per cent. basis. This 
rate is the same as last year on the 
old part of the city, while the tax 
rate on seven portions of the city 
annexed up to 1912 was reduced from 
2 to 9 cents. This rate is a combina- 
tion of the $1 maximum allowed d 
the charter for general purposes oe | 
60 cents for bond interest and sink- 
ing fund. It was expected that this 
60 cent rate would be raised at least 
three or four cents, but by eliminat- 
ing a $280,000 payment to the water 
department for water furnished other 
city departments, by taking $40,000 
surplus from the harbor department 
and trimming the budget generally, 
the Budget Committee was able to 
keep within last year’s rate. 
Chairman Wheeler of the Budget 
Committee said last night that the 
19156-1916 budget is the firet budget 
in the last four years that has kept 
within the charter requirement that 
it must not exceed the estimated 
revenues of the city.
